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September Announcement 


THe REGULAR September meeting of the California Academy of Sciences will 
be held at 8:15 p.m., Thursday, September 22, in the May Treat Morrison 
Auditorium. Members of the Academy’s Television Department will present 
a program: 

“ScrENCE IN AcTION’”’ IN ACTION 


Presumably in consideration of the safety of Academy members and the public, 
the doors to the Academy’s television department are always kept closed—a 
situation which has led many people to speculate about what’s cooking behind 
those mysterious portals in North American Hall. In this program the nine 
persons who make up the “Science In Action” production staff will show just 
how one goes about “stirring up” a 30-minute television program once each week. 

The props and trappings of television which are a part of the rehearsal room 
in North American Hall will be transferred to the auditorium stage, along with 
a large measure of the confusion which is an identifying characteristic of tele- 
vision productions. On stage, with only the cameras absent, the staff will demon- 
strate how a show is put together: How topics are selected and the basis on which 
guests are invited to appear. Why and how a script is written. The requisites 
of sets and props. The techniques of filming for television. How, when, and 
where the show is rehearsed. And finally, Earl Herald’s secrets in coping with 
nervous guests and uncodperative animals. 

Members of the cast will be Earl S. Herald, program host; Freda McCaig 
and Dick Cook, writers; Martha Leavitt, publicity; Charles Dornback, art; 
Ernie Rook, production assistant; Elmer Moss, photographer; Barbara Gordon, 
secretary; and Benjamin Draper, executive producer. 

According to Draper, in the time allotted for a discussion of “filming for 
television” some color movies will be shown that were taken this summer on 
a float trip down Yampa Canyon in Dinosaur National Monument. The film 
is scheduled to be used soon on a “Science In Action” program devoted to 
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geology. Earl Herald has promised to illuminate his remarks with some tips 
on how to ad lib while milking a rattlesnake or petting a porcupine. And he'll 
describe how it feels to discover half way through a program that the “animal 
of the week” has eaten your script. 


ACADEMY PERSONALITIES 


Frep C, Lenmann, Academy instrument maker, has practiced his profession 
on three different continents. He has tried his hand at the manufacture and 
repair of a wide variety of instruments, but the major part of his adult life has 
been spent working on photographic equipment, ordnance instruments, or 
astronomical devices. 

Lehmann was born in Berlin on July 24, 1897. After finishing the German 
equivalent of high school he enrolled in the Technical Institute of Berlin where 
he studied metallurgy, drafting, tool making, and allied subjects. Afterwards 
he served a four-year apprenticeship with a firm manufacturing electrical 
instruments. 

Lehmann’s first job was in the optical industry in Berlin, from which he 
was drafted during World War I for service first with the Field Artillery and 
later with the German Air Corps’ physical laboratory or instrument division. 

It was after the War, while employed by the Askania Works, that Lehmann 
took part in one of his most memorable experiences. He was privileged to work 
on a large reflecting telescope for Alfred E1nstein. 

At about this time Lehmann decided he wanted to come to the United States, 
and in order to polish up his English became an active member of the German- 
English Society of Berlin. In recognition of a series of lectures on astronomy 
which he delivered to the club in English, Lehmann was awarded an honorary 
membership. The references from which he worked up the talks, he tells us, were 
old issues of the Saturday Evening Post which he purchased at secondhand book 
stores. Incidentally, it was while making these lectures at the club that Lehmann 
met the girl who later became his wife—a bit of good fortune which proves to 
Lehmann that astronomy has powers to make astrology turn green with envy. 

Lehmann’s ambition to come to the U.S. was not fulfilled directly. He and 
his wife left Germany for Brazil on January 18, 1922—the quota for entry into 
the U.S.A. being filled at the time. However, four years later they were able 
to come to New York. 

In this country Lehmann has pursued his career as a master craftsman in 
instrument work, chiefly with the E. Leitz Company, and for the U.S. Navy 
during the course of World War II. 

Lehmann came to the Academy in 1951 while the instrument shop was 
engaged in building the Planetarium projector. Since the completion of that 
large project in which he played a major role he has worked on a great deal 
of scientific gear—such as dredges and water sampling devices. He reconditioned 
the Academy’s 8-inch telescope for the 1954 eclipse expedition to Sweden, and 
he has sole responsibility for carrying out a contract with the University of 
California for the servicing and repairing of microscopes and analytical balances 
on the Davis and Berkeley campuses, In the picture at the right he is shown with

his most recent piece of work, a telescope which he completed mounting for 
Dean Knowles A. Ryerson, of the University of California College of Agricul- 
ture, who is an ardent amateur astronomer. 

Operating from his home workshop, Lehmann is the authorized Leica repair- 
man on the West Coast. He lives at 1330-24th Ave., San Francisco, with his 
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
